WHAT WILL N'OT SAVE THE BX10N. 


I thiuk.it is easy to pronounce what 


measures or conduct will not save tho Uni- 
on. I agree with the honorable senator 
from'South Carolina, '(Mr. Clingmaii.) that 
mere eulogiums1 will not save' ft'; yet I 
;hink as prayer brings us nearer God, tho7 
t cannot bring Him toward us, so there is 
lealing and saving virtue in ever}' word of 
devotion to the Union that is1 spoken, and 
n every sigh that its dangpr draws forth, 
[ know at least that like virtue it derive!! 
ts strength from every irreverent act that 
s committed and every blasphemous phrase 
uttered against it.

I fear that little more will be gained from 


discussing the right of the federal govern- 
ment to coerce a seceding state into obedi- 
ence. If disunion is to .go on, this ques- 
tion will give place to the more practical 
one, whather many seceding states have a 
right to coerce the remaining states to ac- 
quiesce in a dissolution.

CONFLICTING VIEWS. 


The honorable senator from Illinois (Mr. 
'ouglas) says we have a right to coerce a 
;ate but we cannot. 
The President says 


lat no state has a right to secede, but we 
are no constitutional power to make war 
jjainst a state. The dilemma results from 
n assumption that those who, in such a 
ase, act against the federal government, 
ct lawfully as a state, although manifestly 
ley have perverted the power of the state 
o an unconstitutional purpose. A class of 
oliticians ia New England set up this the- 
ry aud attempted to practice upon it in 
ur war with Great Britain. Mr. Jefferson 
id not hesitate to say thut states must be 
ept within their constitutional sphere, by 
mpulsion if they could not be held there 
y attraction. Secession was held to be in- 
dmissable in the face of a public enemy. 


ECESSION CONSTITUTIONALLY IMPOSSIBLE. 


But if it is untenable in one case it is 


.ecessarily so in all others. I fully admit 
ie originality, the sovereignty and indepen- 
ence of the several states within their 
phere ; but I hold the federal government 
o be equally original, sovereign and inde- 
endent within, its sphere, and the govern- 
nent of the state can uo more absolve the 
eople residing in its limits from allegiance 
o the Union, than the government of the 
Jnion can absolve them from allegiance to 
he state. 


The constitution of the United States, 


,nd the laws made pursuant thereof, are 
ie supreme law of the land, paramount to 
11 legislation of the states, whether made 
,nder the constitution or by even their or- 
:anic conventions. The Union can be dis- 
olved, but only by the voluntary consent of 
he people of the United Sr.atiM, collected 
n the manner prescribed by the constitu- 
ion of the United States. 


DOTY OP CONGRESS. 


Congress, in the present case, ought not 


o be impassive; it ought, if it can, redress 
ny real grievance of-the offended states, 
nd then it ought to supply the President 


with all the means necessary to maintain 
be Union in the full exhibition and discreet 
xercise of its authority. 


THE KliSPONSIBILITY OF THE PEOPLE. 


Beyond this, with the proper activity on 


be part of the executive, the responsibility 
f saving the Union belongs to the people, 
,nd ttfey are abundantly competent to dis- 
barge it. I propose, therefore, with great 
iffidence, to address myself to the country 
ipon the momentus subject; asking a hear 
ng, not less from, the people -within what 
re called '.he seceding, than from those 


who reside within the adhering states. 
Un- 


on is an old, fixed, settled habit of the 
American people, resulting from convictions 
)f its necessity, and therefore not likely to 
e hastily discarded. 


A LESSOX FROM HISTORY. 


The early states, while existing as colo- 
ies, were combined, though imperfectly, 
hrough a common allegiance to the British 
rown. When that allegiance ceased, no 
)newas so presumptuous as to suppose po- 
itical existence compatible with disunion, 
,nd, therefore, on the same day that they 
leclared themselves independent, they de- 
clared themselves also confederated states. 


ixperience in war and in peace, from 1776 
o 1787, only convinced them of the neces- 
ity of converting that loose confederacy 
nto a more perfect, and a perpetual union. 


MODERATION OP OUR ANCESTORS. 


They acted with a coolness very different 


"rom the intemperate conduct of those who 
now on one side threaten, and those on the 
other rashly defy disunion. They consider- 
ed the continuance of the Union as a sub 
ect comprehending nothing less than the 
safety and welfare of all parts of which the 
country was composed, aud the fate of an 
empire the most interesting in the world. 


DISSOLUTION SUICIDAL. 


I enter upon this subject of continuing 


he Union now, deeply impressed with the 
same generous and loyal conviction. 
How 


could it be otherwise, when instead of only 
.hirteen, the country is now composed of 
;hirty-three parts, aud the empire embraces 
"nstead of only four million, no less than 
hirty millions of inhabitants ? The found- 
ers of the constitution, moreover, regarded 
the Union as no mere national or Ameri- 
can interest. 
On the contrary,", they con- 


"essed with deep sensibility that it seemed 
to them to have been reserved for the peo- 
ple of this country to decide whether socic- 
,ies of men are really capable of establish- 
ng gqod government upon reflection and 
choice, or whether they are forever destined 
to depend for their political constitutions 
on accident and force. 


They feared, therefore, that their failure 


to continue and perfect the Union would be 
a misfortune to the nations. How much 
more, sir, would its overthrow now be a ca- 
.amity to mankind? 


Some form of government is indispensa- 


ale here as elsewhere. Whatever form we 
iave, every individual citizen and every 
state must cede to it some natural right, to 
invest the government with the requisite 
power. The simple question, therefore, is 
tor us now to decide, while laying aside all 
pique, passion and prejudice, whether it 
conduces more to the interests of the peo- 
ple of this country, for the general purpose 
of peace and war, commerce, inland and 
foreign, postal communications at home and 
abroad, the care and disposition of the pub- 
lic domain, colonization, the organization 
and admission of new states, and generally 
the enlargment of empire, to continue one 
nation under our present constitution, than 
it would be to divide themselves into sepa- 
rate confederacies of states. 
Our country 


remains now as it was in 1787, composed 
not of detached and distant territories, but 
of one whole well connected and fertile re- 
gion, lying within the temperate zone, with 
climates and soils hardly more various than 
those of France or Italy. This slight diver- 
sity quickens and'amplifies manufactures 
and commerce. Our rivers and valleys, as 
improved by art, furnish vis a system of 
highways unequalled in the world. 


NO IRREPRESSIBLE CONFLICT BETWEEN FKEE 


AND SLAVE LABOR. 


The different forms ' of labor, if slavery 


were not perverted to purposes of political 
ambition, need not constitute an element of 
strife in the confederacy. Notwithstanding 
recent vehement expressions and manifests1 
tions of intolerance in some quarters, pro- 
duced by intense partisan excitement, we 
are, in fact, n homogeneous people, chiefly 
of one stock, with accessions wel; assimila- 
ted. We have practically only one lan- 
guage, one religion, one system of govern- 
ment, and manners and customs common 
to all. 
Why, then, shall we not remain 


henceforth, as hitherto, one people ? 
SECURITY THE FIRST OBJECT OF 
SOCIETY. 


The first object of every human society 


is safety or security, for which, if need be, 
they will and they must sacrifice every oth- 
er. 
This security is of two kinds ; one, ex- 


emption from foreign aggressions and in- 
fluence i tbe other, exemption from domes- 
tic tyranny and sedition. Foreign wars 
come from, either violations of treaties or 
domestic violence. 


QBE FOREIGN RELATIONS. 


The Union has thus far proved itself an 


almost perfect shield against such wars.— 
The United States, continually enlarging 
their diplomatic acquaintance, have now 
treaties with France, the 
Netherlands, 


Qreat Britain, Sweden; Prussia, Spain, Rns 


sia, Denmark, Mexico, Brazil, Austria, Tur- 
key, Chili, Siam, Muscat, Venezuela, Peru, 
Greece, Sardinia, Ecuador, Hanover, Por- 
tugal, New Granada, Hesse-Casael, Wurtem- 
burg, China, Bavaria, Saxony, Nassau, 
Switzerland, Mecklenberg, Schwerin, Guate- 
mala, the Hawaiian Islands, San Salvador, 
Borneo, Costo Rica, Bremen, the Argentine 
Confederation, 
Loo-Choo, • Japan, Bruns 


wick, Persia, Baden, Belgium and Paraguay. 


Nevertheless, the United States within 


their entire existence 
under the Federal 


Constitution, have had flagrant wars with, 
only four states, two of which were insig- 
nificant powers, on the coast of Barbary, 
and have had direct hostilities amounting 
to reprisals with only two or three more, 
and they are now at peace with the whole 
world. 
DISUNION 
WOULD 
OREATLY INCREASE THE 


DANGERS OF FOREIGN 
WAR. 


If the Union should be divided into only 


two confederacies, each of them would need 
to make as many treaties aa we have now, 
and of cohrse, would be liable to give as 
many causes for war as we now do. 
But 


we know, from the sad experience of other 
nations, that disintegration, once begun, in- 
evitably continues until even the greatest 
empire crumbles into many parts. Each 
confederation that shall ultimately arise out 
of the ruin of the Union, will have necessi- 
ty for as many treaties as we now have, and 
will incur liabilities for war as often as we 
now do by breaking them. It is the multi- 
plication of treaties and the want of con- 
federation that makes war the normal con- 
dition of society in Western Europe and in 
Spanish A.merica, 


PEACE DEPENDENT UN POWER. 


It is Union that, notwithstanding our 


world-wide intercourse, makes peace the 
habit of the American people. I will de- 
scend so low as to ask whether new confed- 
eracies would be able or willing to bear the 
grievous expense of maintaining the diplo- 
matic relations which can act be dispensed 
with except by withdrawing from foreign 
commerce. 
Our federal government is bet- 


ter able to avoid giving just cause for war 
than several confederacies, because it can 
conform the action of all the states to com- 
pacts. It can have only one construction, 
and only one tribunal to pronounce the con- 
struction of every treaty. Local and tem- 
porary interests and passions, or personal 
cupidity and ambition, can drive small con- 
federacies or states, more easily than a great 
republic, into indiscreet violation of treat- 
ies. 
The United States being a great for- 


midable power, can always secure favorable 
and satisfactory treaties. . Indeed every 
treaty we have was voluntarily made. Smalt 
confederacies or states, must take such trea- 
ties as they can get, and give whatever 
treaties are exacted. 


A humiliating or even unsatisfactory 


treaty is a chronic cause of foreign war.— 
The chapter of wars resulting from unjusti- 
fiable causes, would, in case of division, 
amplify itself in proportion to the number 
of new confederacies a,nd their irritability. 


Our disputes with Great Britain about 


Oregon, the boundary of Maine, the patriot 
insurrection in Canada and the Island of 
San Juan, tbe border strifes between Texas 
and Mexico, the incursions of the late Wil- 
liam Walker into Mexico and Central Amer- 
ica ; all these were cases in which war was 
prevented only by the imperturbability of 
the federal government. This government 
not only gives fewer causes of war, whether 
just or unjust, than smaller confederacies 
would, but it always has a greater ability to 
accommodate them by the exercise of more 
coolness and courage; the use of more va- 
rious and more liberal means, and the dis- 
play, if need be, of greater force. Every 
one knows how placable we ourselves are in 
controversies with Great Britain, France 
and Spain, and yet how exacting we have 
been iu our intercourse with New Granada, 
Paraguay and San Juan de Nicaragua. 
THE SAFETY OF EACH OF THE STATES, THE 


SAFETY OF ALL. 


Mr. President, no one will dispute our 


forefathers' maxim that the common safety 
of all is the safety of each of the states. 
While they remain united, the federal gov- 
ernment combines all the materials and all 
the forces of the several states; organizes 
their defences on one general principle; 
harmonizes and assirnulates them with one 
system ; watches for them with a single 
eye, which it turns in all directions, and 
moves all agents under the control of one 
executive head. 
A nation so constituted 


is safe against assault or even insult. War 
produces always a speedy exhaustion of 
money and a severe strain upon credit.— 
The treasuries and credits of small confed- 
eracies would often prove inadequate.— 
Those of the Union are always ample. 


DOMESTIC HOSTILITIES OF THE DISUNITED 


STATES. 


I have thus far kept out of view the rela- 


tions which must arise between the confed- 
eracies themselves. 
They would be small 


and inconsiderable nations, bordering on 
each other, and therefore, according to all 
political philosophy, natural enemies. 
In 


addition to the many treaties which each 
must make with foreign powers, and the 
causes of war which they would give by 
violating them, each of the confederacies 
must also maintain treaties with all the 
others, and so be liable to give them fre- 
quent offense. 
They would necessarily 


have different interests resulting from their 
establishment of different policies of reve- 
nue, of mining, manufactures and naviga- 
tion, of immigration, aud perhaps the slave 
trade. Each would stipulate with foreign 
nations for advantages peculiar to-itself, 
and injurious to its rivals. 


INCESSANT WAR THE RESULT OF DISUNION. 


If, indeed, it were necessary that the Un- 


ion should be broken up, it would be in the 
last degree important that the new confed- 
eracies to be formed should be as nearly as 
possible equal in strength and power, that 
mutual fear, mutual respect, might inspire 
them with cantion against mutual offause. 
But such equality would not long be main- 
tained. 
One confederacy would rise in the 


scale of political importance, and the oth- 
ers would view it thenceforward with envy 
and apprehension. 
Jealousies would bring 


on frequent and retaliatory wars, nnd all 
these wars, from the peculiar circumstances 
of the confederacies, would bear the nature 
and character of civil war. 


THE BALANCE OF POWER ON AMERICAN SOIL. 


Dissolution, therefore, is for the people 


of this country perpetual civil war. 
To 


mitigate it, and obtain occasional rest, what 
else could they accept but the system of 
adjusting the balance of power which has 
obtained in Europe, in which the few strong 
nations dictate the very terms on which all 
the others shall be content to live. When 
this hateful oystem should fail at last, for- 
eign nations would intervene, now in favor 
of one, and then in aid of another, and 
thus our country having expelled all Euro 
pean powers from the continent, woald re 
lapse into an aggravated form of its colo 
nial experience, and like Italy, Turkey, In- 
dia and China become the theatre of trans- 
Atlantic intervention and rapacity. 
If, 


however, we grant to the new confederacies 
exemption from complications among each 
other, and with foreign states, still there is 
too much reason to believe that not one of 
them could long maintain a republican 
form of government, 
DISUNION AND THE CONTINUANCE OF THE HE- 


PUBLICAN SYSTEM. 


Universal suffrage and the absence of a 


standing army, is essential to the republi- 
can system. The world is yet to see a sin- 
gle self-sustaining state of that kind, or 
even any confederations of such states ex- 
cept our own. Canada leans on Great Brit- 
ain pot unwillingly, an4 Switzerland }» 


guaranteed by interested monarchical states. 
Our own experiment has thus far been suc- 
cessful, because by^he continual addition 
of new states, the influence of each of the 
members of the Union is constantly re- 
strained. 
No one, of course, can foretell 


the way and manner of travel, but history 
indicates with unerring certainty, the end 
which the several confederacies would 
reach. Licentiousness would render life in- 
tolerable, and they would sooner or later 
purchase tranquility and domestic safety 
by the surrender of liberty, and yield them- 
selves up to tb.8 protection of a military des- 
potism. 
A MILITARY DESPOTISM BEGUN IN THE SOUTH. 


Indulge me, sir, in one or two details un- 


der this head. First,'uit is only sixty days 
since this disunion movement began. Al- 
ready those who are engaged in it, have 
canvassed with portentious freedom, the 
possibla recombinations of the states, when 
dissevered", and the feasible alliances of those 
recombinations with European, nations; 
alliances ai unnatural, and which would 
prove ultimately as pestilential to society 
here, as that of the Tiascalans with the 
Spaniards who promised them revenge up- 
on their ancient enemies, the Aztecs. 


THE DANGBS OF,'A 
SERVILE WAR. 


Secondly, this disunion movement arises 


in another view out of the relation of Afri- 
can slaves to the domestic population of 
the country. 
Freedom is to them as to all 


mankind, the chief object of desire. ~ 
Hitherto, under the operation of the Union, 
they have practically remained ignorant of 
the controversy, especially of its bearing 
on themselves. Can we hope that flagrant 
civil war will rage among ourselves in their 
very presence, and yet that they will re- 
main stupid and idle spectators ? Does 
history furnish us any satisfactory instruc- 
tion upon the horrors of civil war among 
a people so brave, so skillful in arms, so 
earnest in conviction, and so intent in pur- 
pose as we are ? 


Is it a mere chimera which suggests an 


aggravation of those horrors beyond endur- 
ance, when on either side there shall occur 
the intervention of an uprising, ferocious 
African slave population of four, or six, 
perhaps twenty millions? 
The opinisns 


of mankind change, and with them the pol- 
icies or nations.

MESSRS. EDITORS:—I was uot a little 


surprised on Friday evening last, to see the 
unanimity that prevailed among the people, 
and especially with the committee on reso- 
lutions, of which I was a member. I had 
feared that the prejudices of the two distinct 
political parties would enter into the dis- 
cussions and prevent an harmonious con- 
cert of action. But in that I was happily 
disappointed, aud I now entertain no doubt, 
that the patriotic, will prevail over every 
political prejudice in the north, and render 
a, concert of action in the present crisis 
certain. 


It was very properly remarked by a dis- 


tinguished judge, upon that occasion, that 
the olive branch of peace should be borne 
to the south; that every reasonable conces- 
sion should be made, &e. la that, I dare 
say, there was no dissenting opinion in that 
large, promiscuous assemblage of the Union 
saving sires and sons of the north. 


But I would ask the Hon. Judge, " what 


more can be done, than what has been done," 
to effect the desired result ? 
AVe have 


pledged them our sacred honor, that we 
would not interfere with their rights; nay, 
we have solemnly agreed to protect them in 
each and all of their .constitutional guaran- 
tees. What more can we do ? We have 
demonstrated to the entire satisfaction of 
the south, that we are a law abiding people, 
(though they confess it not, except in a few 
instances,) and that " nine-tenths" of the 
inSammatory reports they hear from the 
north, are as false as the Koran, the Shos- 
ter, or the Zendavesta; nay, as false and 
as wicked as the spirits of thei damned, ia 
the regions of pandemonium, and yet they 
complain of us. 


Now would he, [the Judge,] advise the 


north to shamefully yield to the arrogant 
demands of the south, and render them-

to forgive us ; enter thou not into judgment 
with us, but, O 1 stay thy hand and with- 
hold the dreadful flaying that thou hast 
threatened to visit upon us." 
If he would 


have us do all this, I for one, must say, 
(with all deference to the Judge,) I can not 
yield to this request. It would be too hu- 
miliating to my Caledonian nature. . It 
would degrade me in my own eyes, and the 
very God who created me would frown upon 
me with indignation. 
I will not do itl 


Nor do I believe the Judge will. 


" We have done nothing wrong, we will 


submit to no wrong." But it is said by a 


few, that: the north has tresspassed upon 
the rights of the south, and that they there- 
fore have a right to complain. 
It is a sig- 


nificant fact, however, that we have but 
little of this kind of political pettifoging 
now. It has lost all of its force, and the 
intelligent politician smiles at one who is 
so stupid as to mention it. 


The troth lie| at a great distance from 


this political.battery. The south are them- 
selves the aggressors. 
They are the au- 


thors of their own trouble. The propoga- 
tors of their own treason. They invoked 
the wrath of the north' upon their own 
heads, by the enactment of the most odious 
law that men and devils could invent. 
And it would seem that it was on purpose 
to exasperate and'mock us. 


Why were.they not content with the fugi- 


tive slave law aa it was ? Evidently because 
they deiired to purge it of the constitution- 
al provision of habeas corpus, and trial by 
jury. And to give ns a hint of the cres- 
sent power ol the south. 


Why did they attempt to force the ac*

Mr. Cox of Ohio presented the resolu-

acter, institutions and race. 


The republican party haa already advan- 


ced till they have gained possession of near- 
ly all the northern states. It controls the 
house now, and it connot be long before it 
will have entire possession of the legislative 
and executive departments, unless there is 
some great change, which is not likely to 
occur. The republican party is an anti- 
slavery party ; without opposition to slav- 
ery it could never have come into being, 
and without this it would dissolve. The 
party is eminently sectional, because no 
southern state could approve or unite with 
it. The party is made up of abolitionists, 
with Americans and deserters from the 
democratic party. 


In course of time the republicans will 


have the necessary two-thirds to change 
the constitution, to the detriment of the 
south, and the destruction of her prosperi- 
ty. 
Mr. Calhoun, years ago, predicted the 


results of the antagonistic organization of 
northern society. The corruption of the 
city government of New York, was men- 
tioned by Mr. Garnett to show that the nat- 
ural workings of the government were 
based on numerical majority.
